OANA hi A N WEDERA TJON. 

An intelligent sirai ^or's opinion on 
the condition of our country and its 
prospects is always well worth listening 
to. His judgment is not likely to be 
biassed or hia vision clouded by par- 
tialities and prejudices an eye u the cool- 
oat and moat clear-headed among our- 
Bolvea. Whatever people may think 
of Sir Charles Dilke'a private character 
that'o are none who deny that he ia a 
very ublo man, of wide intelligence and 
an acute observer. Sir Charles Dilke 
diseussos the prospects of Canada in his 
latest work, "Problems of Qreater llrit- 
ain." Ilia estimate of this country, all 
who are acquainted with it muat pro- 
nounce just. This is what he says: 

"That Canada ha»,i prosperous future 
before her there can lie no doubt. Of all 
the lands under a temperate climate to 
which British emigrants can go, North 
America is by far tho moat accessible, 
and till that continent is completely 
tilled it is unlikely that in great num- 
bers they will go elsewhere. Canada, 
like the United .States, tempts the im- 
migrants by free grants of land, and in 
the North- West no clearing ia required, 
iso that the intending immigrant has, 
uu compared with those who go to the 
other part of the globe, iliu cheapest 
journey uud the lenst expenditure to 
lace When he arrives at his journey's 
end. The immigrants are still too few, 
but they aoon multiply, for Canada pro- 
duces men on the scale on which she 

produces timber, and the Canadian popu- 
lation increases by natural growth at a 
wonderfully rapid rate. Uf live millions 
of people in Canada, lour millions are 
Canadian horn." 

Canadians are trying the experiment 
of federation. They have many ditii- 
oulties to encounter, and we grieve to 
see that the meal serious of them is be- 
ing aggravated by the foolishness, the 
intolerance and the wrong-headedness of 
some Canadians of whom better things 
might he expected. But we believe that 
they will not bo allowed to destroy the 
work which has been so well begun. 
Canadian federation has worked for 
nearly twenty -throe years without even a 
hitch worth mentioning. The prospect 
to-day in not ao bright aa it was a year 
or so ago. There is a dark cloud above 
the horizon, it may, and wo trust it 
Will, soon dissipate, but at this moment 
it looks rather threatening. Sir Charles 
Dilke, we hope, ia not premature when 
lie says that the difficulties in the way 
of federation in Canada have been con- 
quered. [Io thinks so, and the opinion 
of so competent a critic is entitled to 
reapoct. Federation is evidently his 
favorite form of union. What ho says 
on the subject is well ,vorth reproduc- 
ing. This ia part of what he says about 
federation generally, and of Canadian 
federation in particular : 

"Our own liaa been a federal age. 
The year ISG."> saw tho victory of the 
principle in the United States; lSUT-liS 
the now birth of Canada through the 
adoption of tho system 1 have described; 
1870 the creation, in the Herman Em- 
pire, of tho strongest federal system of 
the continent of Europe ; 1874 tiie adop- 
tion in Switzerland of a federal constitu- 
tion greatly improved over that of 1848. 
in ISKjwas laid the foundation of tho 

edition of Australasian federation, while 
portions of our West Indian Crown col- 
onies huvo recently beer, brought to- 
gether under similar systems ; and in 
South Africa alone of the countries in 
which the experiment has I, eon at- 
tempted has a complete failure — and 
thin perhaps, only temporary — aa yot 
occurred. The difficulties which have 
been conquered in Canada by federation 
are greater than those which the found- 
era of tho Constitution of the United 
States had to face. Tho terri- 
tory now administered by tho Can- 
adian Confederation is as extensive 
grown! lory now ruled from Wash- 
extra coat e -''°inan Catholic and Pro- 
tq [ookk^JiulBtionH are more nearly 
ImiMii Htrength than is the case in tho 
lilted States, and tho fact that nearly 
a third of the people speak a different 
tongue from the majority, and have a 
far different history, prevents the crea- 
tion of a homogeneous nationality such 
U is found across the border. On the 
other hand, tho very fact of tho exist- 
/onco of tho United States, in its enor- 
j moils power, upon the Canadian frontier, 
has furnished tho necessary reason for a 

Canadian federation, to the success of 

which ' coinbiuation-to-prevent-absorp- 

tion' ia the key, and which was hurried 
into existence on the lapse of the Recip- 
rocity Treaty at a moment when many 

Americans were expootinn application 
for, admission to the union from what 

they looked on as a bankrupt colony." 

CwiadlnnS, when they were weaker 
and poorer than thyy are now, proved 
that they could not only oxiat hut pros- 
per without reciprocal free trade with 
the United States. When the Ainsrt- 
tans refused to renew tho reciprocity 

treaty a very large proportion of them 
believed that Canadians would saon 
ooiim to ihem begging for admission 
into the Union. Bui ihoy were not 
long in finding out that they were mis- 
taken. CanadiWJU did not plead for 



annexation. They proved that their 
Confederation could exist without 
limning upon the United States tor 
support; and what it has done in tho 
pant it will be able to do in tho future. 
If the United State* wore a thousand 
miles diatn.nt th< Canadian confedera- 
tion could live and prosper. Canadians 
are a self-reliant people, and though 
they are not always boasting of their 
country they know that it possesses 
all the olomants of national greatness, 
and they know, too, that they are 
able to avail themselves of its re- 
sources independently of tho United 
States or any other country. This fool- 
ing in increasing in Canada rather than 
diminishing. There seems to ho loss 
danger of "absorption" to-day than 
there was thirty years ago. What the 
Canadians want is to be let alone— to he 
allowed to work out their own destiny 
in their own way. And the prospect is 
that they will have their desire. Croat 

Britain shows no disposition to dictate 

to them in anyway. Ah far aa alio ia 
concerned they are perfectly free, and 
the United States evinces no inclination 
to interfere in their affairs either direct- 
ly or indirectly. Canadians can curry 
out the experiment of federation without 
interference from the outside. Whether 
it will be materially injured or wholly 
wrecked by internal dissensions remains 
to be seen. 



TARIFF CHANGES. 

Tho Toronto Empire, which is sup- 
posed to he in .lie confidence of tho 
Government, commenting on an article 
that had appeared in tho Minneapolis 
Tribune, gives the world the following 
information respecting the contemplated 
ihonges in the Tariff: "There will, "our 
Toronto contemporary says, "no doubt 
be thia session, as there is every session, 
ionic readjustment of the tariff; but 
that there is anything so sweeping in- 
tended as to justify its being called a 
general revision we certainly havo had 
co intimation." It adds: "Of course 
there ia no inference to be drawn 
from this but that Ministers ure 
not capable of keeping their own oouu- 
jel." The Umpire goes on to say that 
whatever the changes are they will be 
made solely in the interests of Canada. 
L'ho Government have no intention of 
adopting a tariff policy hostile to the 
United States. The Empire intimates 
that Sir John Maodonald is not so fool- 
ish or so small-minded as to expect to 
frighten the United States into taking 
any particular course by placing restric- 
tions on trade between Canada and Unit 
country. It says : " If the people of 
the United States see tit to treat us 
fairly and generously they may be sure 
if this, that we shall be prompt to 
recognize and reciprocate their liberal- 
ity; but they would, we are sure, 
juilgo us unworthy the imperial 
race to which both they uud 
wo belong if, instead of looking honestly 
ifter our own intete-sts we should shape 
our policy with the view of either catch- 
ing the smile or unnecessarily provoking 
the frown of our neighbors." 

The people of Canada hardly need to 
be reassured on this subject. They know- 
Sir John Macdnuald well enough to feel 
certain that he would not wantonly 
ift'end their best customer by placing 
unnecessary obstacles in the way of the 
trade between the two countries. It 
has boon his policy all aloi.g to meet the 
Americans more than half way, for 
under hia administration a reciprocity 
clans* lias been placed in tho revenue 
law, leaving it optional for the Ameri- 
can Government to enter into reciprocal 
trade relations with Canada whenever 
it auits tli8ir convenience. This re- 
ciprocity litt quite i wide range and 
we have no doubt that if the 
Americana had, at any time with- 
in the last twelve years, availed 
themselves of it, both they and tho 
people of Canada would have been the 
gainers. Those who believe that the 
present Government arc prepared to 
initiato a nagging trade policy against 
tho United States have very little 
knowledge of its Leader. He ia pledged 
to maintain the National Policy, but we 
are quite certain that he is prepared at 
any time to enter trade arrangements 
with the United States which do not 
involve a breach of faith with tho people 
of Canada. We are inclined to believe 
that ho ia more disposed to strain a 
point to increase tho commercial inter- 
course between the two countries than 
he is to do anything that is in any 
degree calculated to restrict that intei 
course. 



relieved from monetary obligations thoy 
havo contracted, bet .Mr. Charlton go 
to Kansas and Nebraska and Minnesota, 
and in snekebth and ashes bewail the 
n IlliotioiiB and the sorrows of t hose who 
i' re real'y Ids own people. Ho will find 
no such distress in Canada as 
will eturc him in the face in 
states to which many Canadians have 
foolishly emigrated, and almost every- 
thing that we load and hear convinces us, 
"the exoditB," notwithstanding, that, 
man for man, tho rural population of 
Canada is better off than that of the 
United States. Not onco, but a hun- 
dred times, havo we hoard Canadians 
who havo been in the United States de- 
clare that if thoy worked as hard at 
home as they were obliged to work in 
the "States "they could live far more 
comfortably. At homo thoy took 
thinga easily, but in a strange laud thoy 
were forced to exert all their energies 
in order to earn a bare living. It is 
useless to bemoan the exodua. The 
young people will go to the groat cen- 
tres of population and to States of whoao 
productiveness they hear such glowing 
accounts. The ardor of youthful minds 
cannot be repressed, and it is difficult 
to curb or to guide tho ambition of the 
young and impulsive; but Canada will 
continue to urow and to prosper in spite 
of the constant drain on its population. 

A good breed of men ia raised on 
Canadian soil, and it ia not surprising 
that they are in demand wherever their 
sterling qualities are known. Canada 
may, for aught we know, be destined to 
be tho Scotland of America. Scotia's 
sons are found in every land, and yet 
the "Old Country" — "The land of brown 
heath and shaggy wood" — is better filled 
than it was a century ago. Who deplores 
tho exodus from Scotland, yet what 
Scotchman or son of a Scotchman is not 
proud of the land of his birth and of hia 
ancestors '.' We have no sympathy with 
Mr. Charlton's lament.

not pay too lunch attention to our 
Canadian Jeremiah. Many of our 
young people emigrate to the United 
States, it is true, but then again, very 
many stay at homo, and the conviction 
is becoming general in all parti of 
Canada that those who remain in 
their own country choose tin- 
hotter part. Canadians find by sad ox- 
perionce that tho United States is not 
the El Dorado that their fancy pic- 
tured, anil very many who have gono 
there believe that they would have done 
hotter if they had staid at home. But 
the great country to tho south of us Imw 
many charms, and will continue to have 
many charms, for young and restless 
Canadians, Many of them go there to 
seek their fortune. Some succeed and 
some do not. But the emigration from 
Canada to the United .States has not 
boon anything liko so groat as the mi- 
gration from the Eastern States to the 

far west. We do not hear in 

Cam da of whole parishes being de- 
serted, ant! of abandoned farms being 
unsaleable. If Canada were in this con- 
dition -the condition of many of the 
rural districts of New Hampshire, Ver- 
mont, [Massachusetts and Now York- 
Mr. Charlton would havo good reason 
to raise his voice in lamentation. In no 
part of Canada are the people in dis- 
tress for want „f food and for sood to 
put In the. ground, and no provincial

There 
being no grain or flour market or regu- 
lar prices in that section, what wo can 
figure on is thu difference of freight over 
eastern prices, Putting the freight at 

the lowest possible rates, (10 per ton, 
or oil cents per ewt., we And 
the I. inner in that section has the 

advantage ol 60 cents per 100 weight 
over his brother fanner in Manitoba, 
which gives liim his ,'iO cents for irrigat- 
ing and 'JO cents to play on.

THE B. C. SOUTHERN. 

Mr. Gnrtries Wllssii Ascribes the Defeat 
of the mile to Four Distinct Onuse>. 

Mr. Charles Wilson, who has been 
spending the past lew weeks in Ottawa 
in the hit.crest of the. Spokane Falls and 
Northern railways, more generally 
known as the llritish Columbia Southern 
systems, whose hills were thrown out 
by the railway committee of tho Do- 
minion House about ten days ago, re- 
turned home lust evening. 

He naturally feels keenly tho defeat 
of the projects with which ho was eo 
prominently identified, and which he 
worked so hard to advance, and when a 
Colonist reporter asked him last even- 
ing to what he ascribed tho defeat of 
the bills, he replied at once — "Just four 
things : The influence of the C. P. R , 
the apathy of tho British Columbia 
members at Ottawa, the energetia op- 
position of the Revclstoke smelter, and 
that resolution of the Legislative As- 
sembly of the Province of British Col- 
umbia." 

Continuing, Mr. Wilson said that 
that resolution was a stupendous sur- 
prise to himself and the other promoters 
of the projected roads, it was entirely 
uncalled for, and the conditions men- 
tioned could not possibly be 
agreed to. All thai was asked from the 
Dominion Government was the right to 
bring a railway over a mathematical 
line, the International boundary, into 
the Dominion. No favors were rci|tiest- 
ed. If a grant of land, for which tho 
province would have been approached, 
had been asked for. these conditions 
might have rightly been imposed. The 
case was entirely different. Three dis- 
tinct charters had been applied for. 
The two roads mentioned in the appli- 
cation to the Dominion were: one from 
Nelson to Sproat's Landing; the other 
from Kettle River to the coust. To 
the provincial legislature the promoters 
of the road had come for power to con 
struct a railway from Nelson River t< 
tho south end of Kootenay Lake 
The provincial governments in forward 
ing the resolution of the legislature t< 
Ottawa had tacked all three applications 
together and asked that the company he 
o "put up" §250,000 to be for 
uld they fail in any condition, 
time or otherwise, in the construction 
of either of the three roads. 

Of the one line it had been said that 
it would take British Columbia ore out 
of the country, to Spokane Falls, and 
this had been stated ns a cause for pro- 
vincial jealousy of the projected line. 
Such a cauffl for opposition could hardly 
have been urged, however, in the cube 
of the toad from Nelson River to the 
Coast. That would have been a road 
purely provincial, and beneficial to all 
parts of the province. Had the three 
bills not have been tacked together the 
company would have accepted a charter, 
and built the line to the British Colum- 
bia coast. 

Mr. Wilson thought that the provin- 
cial legislators had taken an entirely 
wrong railway policy. In encouraging 
the investment of foreign capital it was 
very unwise, to Bay the least, to impose 
multitudinous conditions and to say 
that railways would have to be built in 
just such and such ways as the provin 
cial parliament determined. Capital 
was not pleading for investment, and 
the present action had driven $1 'J, 000,- 
000 away. Washington territory hi ' 
adopted a liberal railway policy; the 
it was not necessary even to go to 
the government for a charter. A 
railway could be projected and 
constructed, with as little difficulty as 
a ship could be launched in the Pacific; 
there were no dilliculties in regard to 
acquiring rights of way, and the result 
was that the map of Washington to-day 
showed more real railroads in daily oper- 
ation than the paper roads marked upon 
the map of British Columbia. 

In reply to a query if 'here was til 
slightest foundation for the report that 
Mr. Corbin hud been bought out by the 
Canadian Pacific, Mr. Wilson inclosing 
the interview said, "Such a rumor if it 
was circulated was utterly false. Mr 
Corbin never communicated with th 
CP. R. but once, when he met Mr 
Sbaugnessy in my presence. There wa 
only one point worth mentioning in th 
interview and that was a remark of Mr 
Shaugnessy's that it would be a good 
idea to place an export duty on Cana 
dian ores to prevent the mineral wealtl 
of Kootenay being taken out of tin 
country."
